THE Hillsboro Recorder is pleased 
with the subject of the lecture pre- 
pared by Hon. A. M. WADDELL, 
namely, H[vitramannaland, or the 
White Man's Land. The Recordcr 
referring to the matter says : 

“Col. Waddell amused his leisure 
hours in elaborating certain fanciful 
theories respecting the early settle- 
ment of the State, and in the course 
of his researches found so much to 
confirm his ideas, that in his opinion 
theory has become fact. 

With a brilliancy of genius surpass- 
ed by no one in the State, he will 
throw a charm around his lectures 
which will fascinate, if it does not 
convinee. It will be a refreshing de- 
parture from the current and weari- 
some — of the day. 

The i to be developed is that 
five hundred years before Columbus 
was born,a colony of Irish settled 
North Carolina, and the writer thinks 
that in the history of the race of In- 
dians which has now disappeared 
from among us there were found and 
recorded sufficiently strong evidence 
of the pre-existence of a European 
race to establish his theories.’ 

This is a theme which will! not only 
interest North Carolinians, but ail 
lovers of historical truth in this and 
other countries: 


Col. WADDELL would not under- 


take to establish his position, if he 


did not have a strong array of facts 
and arguments to back his assertions, 
and his lecture will doubtless give 
historians something to think about 
and discuss, whether he succeeds in 


Aid to the Orphhan Asylum ? 

We are pleased to see that the views 
advanced on this subject by the 
Hillsboro Recorder, have awakened a 
discussion among our State exchanges 
and that the general sentiment is in 
favor of the proposition. 4 

The Orphan Asylum is a noble 
charity, and is dependent solely 
upon voluntary contributions for sup- 
port. There are about one hundred 
destitute and helpless children now 


enjoying the privileges and blessings 
of a comfortable home, under the 


shelter and guardianship of that | 
eleemosynary institution. Thecon- | 


tributions thus far obtained have car- 
riedon the benevolent work in a very 
gratifying manner, but the increase 
of contributions has not been alto- 
gether in proportion to the increase 
in the number of inmates. 


State aid is essential, because without 


a certainand permanent fund there is 
no guaranty that the Oxford Asylum 
will sustain iteelf on a firm basis. 


Voluntary’ donations are of course | 


very uncertain, and ean not, for that 
ason be exclusively depended on, A 
financial crash,tightnessin the money 
market, public indifference, and num- 
berless other causes may diminish 
the receipts from this souree to such 
an extent as to close the doors of any 
charity that has to rely solely upon 
the aid and assistance of the public 
at large. 

North Carolina has been distin- 
guished for many years for the foster - 
ing care and protection which her 
Legislatures in the past have ex- 
tended to the poor and unfortunate 
within her borders. The elegant be- 
nevolent edifices erected in this 
city years ago by appropriations from 
the State Treasury are monuments to 
the philanthropy and patriotism of 
our Legislators of a former age. The 
Insane Asylum and the Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb and the 
Blind will perpetuate the memories 
not only of the founders and build- 
ers, but of the North Carolina states- 
men whose voices were raised in elo- 
quent appeals in advocacy of these 
humane institutions. 

Gov. Moreen EAD, in his last offi- 
cial communication to the Legisla- 
ture as Governor of the State, com- 
mended to that body, in an especial 
manner the poor and friendless, and 
conjured the members, “ by their du- 
ties as wise Legislators, by all the feel- 
ings ofhumanity andofphilanthropy, 
by the precepts of our holy religion, 
to resolve never to abandon the seats 
they occupied, nor to behold their 
own beloved offspring, until they had 
done their duty towards those af- 
flicted children of Providence, by 
the adoption of some measure for the 
improvement and amelioration of 
their condition.” 

Hon. Joun A. GILMER, inadvocacy 
of a great public charity over a quar- 
ter of century ago, in the Senate of 
North :Carolina, exclaimed: Talk 
of a little tax, a paltry sum of money, 
which all can pay and few will miss, 
in connection with a great cause of 
humanity! Talk about taxation! 
Among the people of North Carolina 
will be found more liberality, more 
philanthropy, than Senators seem to 
be aware of. Indeed, the honest 
statesman who reposes a generous 
confidence in the liberality and jus- 
tice of the people, will ever be sus- 
tained, while those time-servers, who 
measure the public heart by their 
own narrow and selfish notions, will, 
in the end, meet with merited re- 
buke.”’ 

And Hon. KENNETH RAYNER, in 
the same hall, and on the same occa- 
sion, said: 

“Let us lay a foundation of an in- 
stitution to which our posterity can 
point with. pride, whenever they 
mention our names. Let us rear a 
structure, beneath whose dome heav- 
@li-burn charity shall set up her al- 
tar, and benevolence erect her shrine 
—within whose walls the unfortu- 
nate of posterity shall find a refuge 
anda home. when we shall be no 
more,” 


Such were the sentiments that ani- 
mated our public men when the voice 
of humanity urgedthem to do their 
duty as philanthropists. 

If the Legislature of North Caro- 
lina, which is to assemble in Novem- 
ber next, cannot be moved by ap- 
peals such as these to make some ap- 
propriation for the support of the 
great charity at Oxford, we- will 
point them to the present Constitu- 
tion of the State, which enjoins upon 
them the duty of devising some 
means for the care and instruction of 
destitute orphans. 

Article ninth and section eighth of 
that instrument is as follows: 


* There shall also, as soon as prac- 
ticable, be measures devised by the 
State for the establishment of one or 
more Orphan Llouses, where destitute 
orphans may be cared for, educated 
and taught some business or trade,” 


The Constitution went into effect 
in July, 1868. More than five years 
have passed and although there are 
annual meetings of the Legislature, 
not a single step has yet been taken 
to establish Orphan Houses for the 
care and education of destitute or- 
phans. 

Now, the Grand Lodge of Masons 
has relieved the Legislature of the 
heavy expense of building ‘‘one or 
more Orphan Houses,’”’ which the 
Constitution demands. A magnifi- 
cent structure, costing over thirty 
thousand dollars, with ample grounds, 
has been donated to the State for this 
identical purpose. All that is now 
required of the Legislature isto make 
some provision for the care and edu- 
cation of the destitute orphans, who 
have been placed at the Asylum 
without any charge or expense tothe 
State. That this provision will be 
made, we do not for a moment doubt. 


A moment’s consideration of tie 
actual condition of the industrial in- 
terests of the country will convince 
every one how senseless is the finan- 
cial panic. Three million bales of 
‘cotton await shipment. They repre- 
sent, upon a fair valuation, $174,000,- 
000, In: breadstuffs we have at least 
$100,000,000 awaiting exportation. In 
addition to all this, our imports have 
fallen off, our exports in iron, coal, 
&ec., have increased, and are increas- 
ing every day. A few banks have 
failed, and a few railroad brokers 
been crushed, but the real business of 
the country has not for years been 


able to make so good a showing as at 
present. 


_Ex-Governor Cooke, in conversa- 
tion yesterday, announced that the 
firm of Jay Cooke & Co. will soon 
make a proposition to their creditors, 
for the purpose of enabling it to re- 
sume business. The members of the 
firm have pooled their private prop- 
erty and personal assets, and will 

lace it in command of their creditors

They propose to pay every cent they 
owe, both principal and interest. The 


details of the proposition will be made 


public in due time.— Washington Re- 
publican, 30th ult.

well as my esteemed brethren of the 
quill throughout the State, for the 
very kindly prominence that has 
been given us of late. But the half 
has not been told. Our country is 
notonly magnificent for its scenery 
and healthfulness, but its immense 
and inexhaustible productive capaci- 
ties render it, in our. opinion, 
the most desirable section of our 
South, for the small eapialists, who 


may wish to live well and make 
money. Leannot begin to enumerate 
the advantages. ‘The lands are, 


in mnost cases quite fertile—in every 
case can be made so at little expense. 
Liverything except cotton, rice and 
suwar Gan be raised here very profita- 
biv, tobacco specially. It is very nat- 
‘ural for mountainous countries to be 
full of water-powers, but ours abound 
with them, and of almost unrivaled 
superiority. isalso peculiarly well 
adapted to grass-growing, and of 
course to stock-raising. It would as- 
tonish the average Carolinian to see 
the fine and valuable native stock 
whichis raised in these mountains, 
and yet the bustness is a business be- 
ing in its incipiency. It will soon, 
however, be one of the most lucrative 
of Carolina resources. The 
other, and most prominent features 
of our country is its natural deposits. 
These, [| have been assured, are more 
varied and valuable than any other 
section of our country affords. We 
have many gentlemen in the several 
counties who devote themselves ex- 
clusively to the business of hunting 
minerals and mining. When I say 
that from two to three hundred thou- 
sand dollars have gone into one coun- 
ty (Yancy) in one year from one min- 
eral alone, (mica), your readers can 
have some idea of whatis done even 
now, notwithstanding we have no 
railroad, and while it seems that, for 
purposes and considerations we need 
not here discuss, ‘‘the powers that be”’ 
are determined we shall not have. 
Mitchell also gets largely up into the 
thousands in payment for mica, as 
wellas horses, &c. Macon county 
hisaklrve annual stipend for her 
coruncun and Haywood 
boasts mines of as tine magnetic iron 
ore as is found in the world, yet un- 
worked. Cherokee and Mitchell are 
already notorious for their immense- 
ly valuable iron mines, some of which 
are being worked most profitably. 
Madison is rapidly ascending the 
mineral ladder to fame, while Old 
Buncombe solid and substantial, 
keeps apace with her sisters in inex- 
haustible beds of wealth. 
it is difficult for a mere traveler, 
or pleasure-secker, to see or Know of 
these things, without having some 
specific plan in view and going right 
toit, andso on. I believe that if 
specimens of these productions anc 
collections should be gathered at any 
given point, atany given time, hun- 
dreds would take pleasure in coming 
and seeing forthemselves. Thousands 
of people who are living in the cen- 
tral and eastern seetions. of our own 
State even, Could find good homes, 
upon which they could make a very 
good living ifnot money up here, and} 
I believe if they properly understood 
“the situation,’’ would come here, 
and taking the tide.at its flood, would 
get rich and at thesame time help 
their native State. To encourage this, 
we will have on exhibition of the 
farm products, minerals, stock, etc., 
here on Wednesday, Nov., 5th prox. 
Our friends from abroad can come 
to Asheville, and see, in each de- 
partment, vegetables, fruits, grain, 
minerals, stock, ‘&e¢., &¢., that they 
have no idea can be produced in our 
State. Entries have already been 
made which are most encouraging 
for a good display. 1 am anxious 
that they shall be seen of allmen. I
